Mr, Wilson Finds That a Long 
List Is Not Popular. 
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COAL, IRON AND LUMBER MEN KICK 


Balt Men Say That Taking the Duty Off 
Balt Will Give England a Monop- 
oly, and Solt Goes. 
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Washington, November 12.—Secretary 
Gresham guve out the following tonight: 
“When authentic information was received 
at the department of the firing upon the 
American mail steamer Costa Rica, at 
Amapala, on the 6th instant, because of 
the refusal of the captain to deliver up 
Lorilla, a passenger, General Pierce Young, 
the United States minister to Honduras, 
under ivstructionus sent by Secretary 
Gresham, by direction of the president, 
protested against the act and demanded an 
apology. The government of Honduras 
promptly disavowed the conduct of its 
oflicers, and expressed sincere at for the 
veccurrence.” 

The apology on the part of the ‘Honduras 
government is eutirely satisfactory to the 
United States, and it is believed that this 
will end the incident. 

Mi. Wilson Is in Hot Water. 

It appears that the chief embarrassment 
of the ways and means committee js to 
come, not from the articles upon which the 
specific ad valorem duties are to be reduced, 
but from the articles that are to be put 
on the free list. It has been generally ac- 
cepted up to quite recently that the demo- 
cratic party was uninterested in the propo- 
sition of putting coal, wool, iron ore, salt 
aud lumber on the free list, but the latest 
developments have indicated that this is 
not the ease. Mr. Culberson and other 
Texas members have already sounded their 
opposition to free wool, and they are likely 
tv receive substantial encouragement from 
Ohio members and the representatives of 
the grazing states of the west. Several of 
the Alabama representatives are protesting 
ugainst the proposition to place iron ore 
and coal on the free list. The extensive 
lumber sections, both of the south and 
wes , are almost a unit in Opposing free 
lumber. The Michigan members will 
probably oppose free salt to a man, as it 
is stated that even Mr. Whiting, of the 
ways and means committee, will contend 
that the effect of placing salt on the free 
list will be only to give the English salt 
manufacturers a monopoly of the American 
markets and close up the American works. 
Altogethér, the lot of Mr. Wilson and his 
éolleacgues of the ways and means commit- 
tee, is not a happy one. With a score or 
more influential men demanding a caucus 
for the consideration of the tariff bill and 
various others declaring ‘that they will not 
vote for the measure, it is makes drastic 
reductions on the articles in which their 
constituents are interested, the difficulty of 
eecuring democratic harmony on the meas- 
ure now being evolved by the ways and 
means cOmmittee is every day becoming 
more apparent. 

A Coming Issue. 

The question of an income tax is rapidly 
coming to the front as a live issue. The 
proposition which finds most favor is to 
levy a percentum tax on all incomes of 
$2,500 per annum and over, but those of 
the committee who are now giving the mat- 
ter the most study are inclined to another 
plan which they believe to be more prac- 
ticable. This is to impose an income or 
capitalization tax on corporations, either 
ou the earnings or the paid up capital stock 
of corporations. This has led to a still 
further consideration which contemplates 
the taxing of all corporations at the time 
of their organization, the tax to be levied 
by means of a stamp and the amount of 
the tax to be attached to the license and 
to depend upon the amount of capital 
stock. It seems likely in the end that the 
committee may adopt some moderate plan. 

Sire on al Dusiness Is Immense, 

(seneral Superintendent James _ FE. 
White, of the railroad mail service, has 
made his aunual report to the postmaster 
general, Upon this branch of service de- 
pends the rapid transportation of mails. 
At the cose of the fiscal vear mails were 
being earried on 166,952 miles of. rail- 
roads, for which 3,509 cars were used, 

with GA17 railway clerks. There were 
handled during the year 10,236,314,915 
pieces of mail matter. This is an increase 
over 1SSS of 49.68 per cent, while the in- 
crease in the number of clerks is but 13.8 
per cent. For clerks’ salaries ‘the next year 
$7,186,000 is asked and an appropriation of 
$5,094,000 for postal cars is recommended. 
The superintendent says the stagnation of 
business has the effect of decreasing the 
mails. He refers to the number of. rail- 
road accidents during the past year and 
urges that some provision be made for the 
families of the postal clerks who are 
killed. He also renews previous recom- 
mendations that the salaries of the clerks 
be increased; also that there be a force of 
auxiliary clerks of 150 to be paid salaries 
of $200 a year in addition to what they 
may be able to earn as substitutes. He 
also Wants the mail cars and tenders of 
engines vestibuled for the safety of em- 
ploy es. 
Aimed at Strikers. 

A special feature of the report is the 
recommendatian of a bill making it a mis- 
demeanor for an individual association or 
organization to interfere with the passage 
of any tf ain carrying the mails. and pro- 
viding that any person or representative, or 
represent: utives, of an assoc iation or organ- 
igzuffon obstructing the mails shall be fined 
and imprisoned for each offense. 

Not Paying Them. 

On the day of adjournment, the house of 
representatives sent to the Aq -sapeees gen- 
eral an inquiry as to whether the claims of 
jJetter carriers for compensation for services 
in excess of eight hours are being recom- 
mended and whether in the settlement of 
these claims the services of attorneys are 
mecessary.

STEP ASIDE, 6 GENTLEMEN. 


Make Room for the Queen to Get Upon Her 
Little Throne. 

November 12.—Unless he 
has met some delay, United States Minis- 
ter Willis has now been in Honolulu a 
week, and it is not improbable that he has 
carried into effect the instructions he took 
with him, and which have been so well 
kept a on this side of the Pacific. 
The steamer which left Honolulu vesterday 
will bring the news of the current events, 
and will reach an outlet to the rest of the 
world with it on next Saturday. 

Whatever course the administration may 
have determined upon to secure the restora- 
tion of Queen Liliuokalani, it is very evi- 
dent that Secretary Gresbam does not ex- 
pect that extreme mensures will have to 
be resorted to. The course proposed to b>» 
pursued seems to be to request the present 
goverument, in the name of the Unite] 
States, to give way quietly to the restora- 
tion of the queen. The Hawaiians in this 
city are very firm in their conviction that 
the government will refuse to yield to any 
such gentle pursuasion as that. They as- 
sert their earnest belief that it will re- 
quire at least a show of force to induce 
them to resign the reins of authority. But 
this opinion is not unanimous among those 
familiar with affairs in the islands. It 
is pointed out how long and severe a strain 
there has been on the members of the 
provisional government in«the uneertainty 
that bas beset their position. 

The manner and purpose of their crea- 
tion, it is pointed out, show how dependent 
they feel upon the United States. The 
absolute disapproval of them by this govern- 
ment will be announced to them by Min- 
ister Willis. Whatever outcry of publie 
sentiment there is here, in sympathy with 
thém and against their deposal, they will 
be absolutely cut off from all they have. 
Any sort of assurance from Minister Willis 
that the moral influence of the United 
States would be exerted to maintain a 
stable government Dy the queen, and to 
restrain it from such vagaries and excesses 
us that of the constitution she sought to 
have adopted in January last. might tempt 
the members of the provisional government 
to step aside and trust to the United States 
to protect their jnierests in its own way. 

This is what President Cleveland and 
Secretary Gresham hope for, though what 
assurances they have authorized the imin- 
ister to give as to future influence by this 
government in the isiands is not known. 

Congressman O'Neill, of Massachusetts, 
has laid before Secretary Gresham an ap- 
peal from a Boston ‘house, having large 
interests in the islands, which shows that 
all those acquainted with the conditions 
ure not so hopeful as to the outcome of the 
effort to restore the queen. ‘The dispatch 
reads as follows: 

Boston, ‘Mass., November 11.—Please call on 
proper officiais and request on behalf of your 
constituents holding property in Honolulu and 
throughout the kingdom tbat instructions be 
sent to the United States minister there to 
protect the same. We believe there is great 
danger of Dloodshed and destruction of prop- 
erty. Have telegraphed Senator Hoar these 
facts.

NOT A REPUBLICAN TRIUMPH. 
Ex-Secretary Whitney Delivers Hineself of 
an Opinion on the Election. 

New York, November 12.—The World will 
tomorraw print a letter from ex-Secreary of 
the Navy Whitney, giving his views of the re- 

ceut elections. He. says: 

“Last Tuesday’s voting was, in my opin- 
jon, negative, not positive. The resul¢ was 
a d mocratic defeat, but not a republican tri- 
umph. The people had no intention of re. 
scinding their emphatic and well-considered 
repudiation of vicious republican policies. 
They could not, however, refrain from, and 
cannot be blamed for, expressing their dissat- 
isfaction with existing conditions, so they 
voted against the party in’ power. 

“It is true that the democratic party was 
not responsible for the conditions, but they 
existed nevertheless. The party to suffer was 
necessarily the party in power. It had had no 
opportunity to put in force a naw policy and 
show a beneficial efect, but discontent from 
whatever cause is visited naturally upon the 
party in power. The check in view shouid be, 
and I believe will be beneficial-in result. Af. 
ter such a pertod of distrist ag we have just 
experienced, the stability and? conditions of 
trade are the first essential evidences of a re- 
turn to prosperity. Congress owes it to the 
country not only to reform the tariff but to re. 
form it at once, in a conservative and capa- 
ble spirit, and at once the redemption of all 
party pledges is necessary. But quick re- 
demption of this greacest of party pledges is 
more than necessary—more than sound policy, 
more than wise partisayship. [t is a patriot- 
ic duty. In aecordance’ with specd and wis- 
dom with which this duty will be discharged 
will, in my view, be the future of the demo- 
cratic party.

IN BERLIN. 


Political Parties rk ‘Sanetive on the Eve of 
the Reichstag’s Neassembling. 


Berlin, November 12.—Copyright by Uni- 
ted Press.)—Although the reopening of the 
reichstag is but a few days off, political 
parties remain virtually dormant. No par- 
tisan movement of general interest has 
been made for several weeks. The leaders 
of the opposition groups, instead of at- 
tempting a contition against Chancellor 
von Caprivi, seem to have made t%cir plans 
independently. No sign of a Common pro 
gramme is apparent. 

The victory of the 


er 


conservatives in the 
landtag election has not had the slightest 
effect in altering the chancellor's course, 
and official circles are still confident that 
we will obtain majorities for the financial 
bills and the commercial treaty. Instead 
of modifying his tariff policy to soothe the 
agrarians, Caprivi contemplates an exten- 
sion of the reciprocity policy until Germany 
shall be linked commercially with every 
civilized nation. The emperor is known to 
entertain broad ideas looking towards an 
international customs union and he sup- 
ports the chancellor in his approaches to 
this end. The position of the government 
on the financial proposals for new taxes, 
although the wine and tobacco trades have 
made a great outcry, has aroused nothing 
like popular opposition against the pro- 
posals as a whole. Adverse critics say 
that the country has sunk into such a po- 
litical torpor that it will submit to every- 
thing. The truth rather is that everybody 
recognizes the necessity of increasing the 
revenues and nobody can see anything bet- 
ter for the purpose than Miquel and Cap- 
rivis scheme. The banks and bourses ac- 
cept the new taxes without grumbling. It 
was expected that the announcement of 
the tax bills would cause a sharp decline in 
quotations, but this expectation has not 
been filled. Whatever modifications the 
government may make during the trouble, 
the bourses wil remain untouched. The tax 
would produce little revenue in comparison 
with the inconvenience it would cause, 
while it would prevent the development of 
the check system in Germany. Ultimately 
the government will carry out the whole 
scheme, even in this particular, virtuatly as 
it will be presented in about two weeks. 
The defeat of the radicals in the landtag 
election has caused a renewed outery of 
the party journals against Eugene Rich- 
ter’s leadership. The Vossische Zeitung 
pronounces him to be an injudicious leader, 
weakening his party to maintain his per- 
sonal supremacy, and advocates his depo- 
sition. In The Freissinnige Zeitung Richter 
argues that not the personality of the 
leader, nor the weakness of the programme, 
has caused the temporary losses/ of the 
party, but the fact that uncorrupted by 
office and untrammeled by pledges of loy- 
alty the party fights, not for any class, but 
for the whole people of German:j. “De- 
spite the troubles in the recent Prussian 
electjons,”” he adds, “the party r@ust re- 
may faithful to ite principle, an :

The opinion in official cir- 
cles is that the government will announce 
its intention to continue the present regime 
until the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
annexation of the provinces, when they 
will be annexed jn Prussia.

They Had a Woman on The Ticket 
May Aceount for If. 

Omaha. Neb., November 12.—(Special.)-— 
Returns from all the counties in Nebraska 
give Harrison, republican, 72,009; ITol- 
comb, populist, 65,307: Irvine, democrat, 
37.654: Bittenbend, prohibitionist, 7,450. 

Harrison's plurality is 7,242. 

The populists were disappointed over 
their failure to carry the state, but the 
figures show that they made small gain 
in almost every county, but not enough to 
overbalance the republican ‘plurality of 
10,000 for governor last year. 
lists last year carried forty-one counties, 
the republicans forty and the democrats 
nine. This year the populists carried fifty- 
seven counties, the republicans twenty-five 
and the democrats eight. 

These figures encourage the populists and 
show the party in much better condition in 
this state than in Kansas. The total vote 
is 175,000 less than one year ago, and the 
democrats have lost the most. The prohi- 
bitionists have gained, polling 1.200 more 
votes than last vear. Their candidate was 
Mrs, Ada Bittenbender, a woman lawyer, 
of Lincoln. The cause of this gain is not 
apparent.

attended by nearly 2,000 persons. 

The vccausion was made notable by the 
fact that Samuel Fielden, Michael Schwab 
and Oscar Neebe, the comrades of the ex- 
ecuted anarchists, sentenced to 
Joliet but were pardoned out recently by 
Governor Altgeld, the

No red flags were carried, but each cr- 
ganization participating in the parade car- 
ried a floral emblem adorned profusely with 
red ribbon with the usual anarchistie in- 
scription in German. 

Just in front of the Woman's LaSalle So- 
ciety were six little girls dressed in red 
and black. One of them carried a large 
black shield, bordered with red, upon which 
was the following inscription io siiver 
letters: 

“November 1.—Tyranny—N>» 
Lord, No Slave.” . 

Each of the other five girls wore « red 
dress and wide black sash upon which was 
inscribed in silvér letters the name of cech 
one of the five anarchists Whose bodies lie 
under’ the monument at Waldheim. The 
services began by the rendition of “Anzie 
Laurie,” the favorite song of Parsons.

Schwab came forwsrd to deliver 
his address. The earlier perties of his 
talk was taken up by an aecount cf the 
last night in jail prior to the execution of 
the anarchists. He said it wrs the mcst 
wretched night of his life. 

“The capitalistic class does not only kill, 
but tortures and racks its victims. 

“At last, the day dawns which will end 
the lives of our brave comrades. The en- 
trance to the jail is watched by the hirelings 
of capital: their Winchesters glimmer jn 
the sunlight. The militia has been called 
out in readiness to murder, if an attempt 
should be made to rescue the condemned 
from the jailer’s hands. The servants of 
the law, with distressed faces, are running 
back and forth. They smell of schnapps 
which they had taken in order to be in- 
spired with courage for the murder. The 
voice of Albert Parsons rings out in song 
in my ear. He is singing ‘Annie Laurie.’ 

“IIe seems as light-hearted as if on the 
eve of celebrating a feast, Instead of going 
to the gallows. After a whie, Fischer and 
Ingle sound the Marseilaise. Spies joins 
in.

It Was Rather Foolish. 

The speaker then reviewed shortly the 
situation of affairs and the causes which 
lect up to the Haymarket massacre. He svoke 
of the workings of the International Ar- 
beiterbund and of the preparations made 
by capitalists against chreatened outbreaks 
of this organization. He said: “It was 
this preparation by the capitalistic class 
which led to the shooting upon innocent 
women and children, and which caused 
our leaders to advise our followers to arm 
and defend themselves. This advice was, 
perhaps, foolish and imprudent. It cannot 
be called wise under the cirenmstances, 
for in the sphere of physical power, the 
capitalists are far superior to the working- 
man. They controlled drilled men, and 
had at their command the best and most 
effective engines of destruction.” 

He continued to narrate the wel+known 
events which took place up to and including 
the throwing of the fatal bomb. 

In regard to this, he said: “We defy the 
police to trace the thrower of the bomb in 
our ranks, or to show that the man who 
threw it was a workingman. An investi- 
not conducted by the hirelings of 
capital would put 2 different light upon the 
One thing is certain, the investi- 
gation which did take place was a perve r- 
sion of justice.” 

Compliments Altgeld. 

In relation to the pardon by Altgeld, this 
speaker said: “The action of Governor 
Altgeld brings to us the thhope that there 
are yet men of stern bonesty of purpose 
who have the courage to stand for the 
truth, and that there is a bright future 
before us, in which truth and right shall 
prevail.” 


He concluded ‘his. speech by earnestly 
appealing to his audience to submit al! 
questions of difference between capital and 
labor to arbitratton. It was the hope of 
the future, he said, to settle the differences 
peaceably by arbitration. 

Fielden spoke next, and said: “You 
have met together to commemorate the 
memory of the men who lie under yonder 
stone. You have met here to protest against 
the injustice of their taking off. Jt is, in- 
deed,anm injustice that you should t xd to

A Florida Mob Meee Out of the Jail by 


(isuards. 
Jacksonville, Fla., November 12.— For 
nearly a week past, a young man named 
Walker has been on trial at Oriandeo for 
complicity in the murder of old man Marot, 
at MeDonald's station. in June last. Yes- 
terday he was acquitted on a rather doubt- 
ful alibi. 

An Orlando special to The Times-Union 
tonight says that the sequel to the 
quittal of Walker yesterday occurred late 
last night, when a mob went to the jail and 
attempted to gain apparently in- 
tending to shoot Walker in his cell. All 
the afternoon excited men gathered on the 
and discussed the verdict. 
After nightfall, men began collecting from 
the neighborhood of the crime—generally 
on horseback and armed with shotguns. A 
little before 11 they raided the 
foundry and captured a number of sledge 
and erowbars, and started for 
intending to beat a hole in the 
wall and gain acess to the corridor, whence 
they could readily shoot the prisoner. 

Sheriff Anderson hurriedly gathered a fow 
men and prepared to guard the jail, while 
he sent word Judge Bryan to call out 
the militia. 

The mob enme up, expecting no resist- 
ance, but they found their way blocked. 
They were determined. but lacked a leader. 
Meanwhile, théy wrrectatking spd planing, 
and trying to get past the sheriff and his 
few assistunts without violence, but they 
were hampered by the lack of a head. 

Suddenly, Lieutenant A. (, Hart, of the 
Shine Guards, with eighteen privates and 
nou-coOmmissioned officers, arrived on the 
scene. The men lingered around for some 
time, loath to give up their object, but, after 
the Guards arrived, all attempts were 
useless. 

About 2 o'dock this mob 
dispersed. ‘The uards untler 
arms till morning, and consider themselves 
subject to a call still. The jail is’ thor- 
oughly guarded, but no one expects any 
further attempt at violence, 

The mob was composed not wnly of the 
best citizens out on the line of the Florida 
Central and Peninsular railway, but 
many good citizens of Orlando. They made 
no attempt at concealment, and, probably, 
at no time did they much exceed a hundred 
men,

NO OTHER SAFE PLACE PERHAPS. 


President Diaz Sends General Cortinate Jalil 
to Keep Him Oulet. 

Matamoras. Mex... Nov>mber 1? --A great 
sensation bas been created here by the tel- 
egraphic announcement from the City of 
Mexico that General Juan G,. Cortina, one 
of the greatest revolutionary leaders of 
Mexico, has been arrested and jmprisoned 
in the San Juan de Ulloa prison by order 
of President Diaz, for attempting to in- 
cite another revolutionary uprising against 
the government. The city of Matamoras 
is General Cortina’s old home aud stump- 
ing ground. ‘I'wenty-five years ago he was 
the most desperate and most feared man 
in Mexico. He ruled the Rio Grande bor- 
der country from Laredo to the mouth of 
the river and was in the irevolution- 
ary business as a means of gaining a live- 
lihood. 

His influence was so great that he eould 
inaugurate a powerful revolutionary move- 
ment against the Mexican government by 
a single pronunciamento with his signature 
attached. His exploits during the civil 
war caused the United States government 
to lose thousands of dollars. When 
President revolution ended in 
cess, General Cortina was summoned to 
the City of Mexico, where. he has been 
kept in constant surveillance by President 
Diaz ever since, to prevent him from incit- 
ing further revolutions. He has made his 
home in the capital, where he was furnish- 
ed with a pension sufficient to live in good 
style, but his every movement has been 
closely watched by President Diaz's agent 
for the past fifteen or twenty years.

THE DEAD MAN HATED A NYGK NAME

it Is Said That He Had a Violent Temper, 
Public Opinion Is Divided Over 
the Killing. 


Elberton, Ga., November 12.—(Special.)— 
There has been very little talked of today 
in this town except Richard Kornagihal’s 
killmg and the arrest of Wil! and Luther 
Mayfield. As stated in today’s Constitution, 
Kornaghal was the master machinist of the 
Elberton oil mills. His body was found 
Friday night in a ditch. There were seven 
bullet holes in the body, and the head 
was horribly battered. The coroner's jury, 
consisting of twelve of the best citizens of 
this county, investigated the early 
yesterday morning, and in the course of 
an hour unanimously retva@sed a verlict 
of justifiable homicide for the Maytield 
brothers. There was no evidence intro- 
duced to convict the Mayficids, and their 
excellent reputation went a long way to 
satisfy the jury that they were justified 
in slaying Kornaghal. 

Everything was serene in E..berton then 
until about 12 o'clock, when rumors of foul 
play spread like wild fire. A negro, El 
Teasly. had popped up with information 
never before thought of. He swore that he 
Was an eye Witness to the killing, and his 
statements began to gain credence. The 
people seemed to thagk that a murder of 
the foulest kind had been committed. 
Many had absolute faith in the two May- 
field boys, but public opinion, which had 
all the morning sympathized with the boys, 
began to turn, and some of the jury that 
had just acquitted them became confident 
that they had done wrong, snd that justice 
demanded another investigation. Accord- 
ingly, at 3 o’clock ip the afternoon, Fore- 
man F. M. Swift ealled another session of 
the jury, and the negro Teaslcy Was sworn, 

He testified that he was standing on the 

allroad embankment near the mills when 
the shooting began, and that he saw 
the Mayfields shoot Kornaghal, and, after 
killing him, he saw them roll fais body into 
the ditch and strike it several times in 
Khe head. This testimony was athirmed 
and denied by different white men, and, 
although the testimony was questioned. it 
had an effect upon the jurors, and they 
returned the following verdic(: 

“We, the coroner’s jury, impannelled to 
bold an inquest over the body of Richard 
Kornaghal, who lies dead before us,find that 
he came to his death from pistol wounds 

sinflicted by W. J. Maytie'd and wounds 
inflicted on the head with some unknown 
weapon in the hands of Luther Mayfield. 

The killmg was, in our opinion, murder.” 

This was signed by T. M. Swift, fore- 
man: J. H. Maddox, T. ©. Tabor, J. J. 
Burch, J. R. Maddox, E. P. Harris, J. C. 
Brown, J. H. Duncan, L. H. Turner, T.

The Mayfield boys, 
avhen seen by The (gonstitution correspond- 
dent and asked to talk for The Constitu- 
tion, said that their lawyer had forbidden 
them to make any statemen; whatever 

Mr. John P. Shannon, who is the leading 
nitorney for the defense, said: “The nara. 
hers jury was composed of good men and, 
I believe that they were perfectly honest 
in bringing in their second verdict. How- 
ever, being thoroughly conversant with the 
case, I am satisfied that the Mayfields are 
innocent. I, of course, not deem it 
proper to outline to the public our plan of 
defense, but I do usk the rood people of 
Hlbert county and all those who are in- 
terested in this case to withhold their judg- 
ment untry the Whole facts in the case are 
brought to light. Tam satistied that at 
the proper time their innocence will be 
shown and they will be absolutely vindi- 
cated of the charges brought ugainst them.” 

Mr. Shannon ulso compared the 
ters of the deceased with those 
prisoners. ‘ 

“Both Will and Luther Mayfield,” he 
said, are men of irreproachable charae- 

ter. They are quiet, modest young men. 
who have always been regarded in the 
highest light by this entire community 
while that of Kornaghal was proved to “oprah 
been boisterous, aggressive yy) insulting 
his manner on all OCCASIONS, especiales wh ‘NT 
on drink.

IN NORTH CAROLINA, 


A Prominent Teacher Is Dead—Dr. Shirry 


Withdraws His Resignation, 

Raleigh, N. €., November 12.—(Special.)— 
Rey. Dr. Henry Martin Tupper died here 
today at Shaw university, one of the largest 
colored inst{tutions in the country, of which 
for twenty-eight years he had been president. 
He was sixty-two years old and died of 
Bright’s disease. He was born at Monson, 
Mays. In October after the war he was com- 
missioned by the American Baptist Missionary 
Society and came here to teach negroes. The 
beginning of the work was most humbie 
and he and his pupls cut timber in the 
woods and erected the first buiiding, which 
was a school and church. Shaw nniversity 
now has property worth $200,000 and 400 stu- 
dents of both sexes from many foreign coun- 
tries, Some are from the Congo Free state. 
It was the first institution in the south to 
give eolored girls a collegiate education. It 
has sent gut 200 preachers and over 4,000 
teachers. It was first to employ. southern 
white men of promnence @s professors and 
the experiment has proved a great snecess. 

The standing committee of the Episcopal 
diceese of North Carolina has given ita assent 
to the election of A. C. A. Hall as bishop of 
Vermont. 

Rey. Dr. J. D. Shirry has, at the 
earnest request of the Lutherans in this state. 
withdrawn his resignation as president of 
North Carolina college 

Congressinan Alexander and Professor Mas- 
sey, of the State Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, have returned from Nebraska, where 
they have been examining the beet sugar fo- 
dustry. They say the prospects are excellent 
for its establishment in North Carolina. 

Telegrams to the department of agriculture 
report that North Carolina’s exhibits at. the 
world’s fcr are all packed ready for shipment 
here.

ROCKEFELLER’S LATEST DEAL. 


He Will Baild a Mansion to Cost a Million 
and Open Pablic Grounds. 
From The New York Herald. 

The biggest single transaction in real estate 
up the Hudson ever recorded is about to he 
consummated between John D. Rockefeller 
and about a dozen property owners at Tarry- 
town. The land embraced amounts in the 
aggregate to a little less than 500 acres, and 
the cost is in the neighborhood of $750,000, 

The buying up of the Westchester tract in- 
cludes the building of a mansion wh.ch will 
cost over a million of dollars. The gite of the 
mansion will probably be a broad topped eml- 
nence about a mile and a half east of Broad- 
way. The architect has not yet been selected, 
so far ws could be learned. In a general way 
it has been decided to build a structure which 
in some portions will be three and in other 
portions four stories high. The materials will 
be marble, stone and granite. Towers and 
porticos will ornament various sides. 

The deal has been in progress for about 
six months, Considerable difficulty was expe- 
rienced in securing al) the properties desired. 
The major portion of the land was embraced 
in six estates. Lying between some of these 
were suvaller tracts that had been divided up 
into building lots and sold by Wilson H. 
Backwell. was bnecessary to purchase 
these lots froin the small owners, 
and this occasioned- numerous delays. These 
holders were unwilling to sell, because they 
had in nearly every case inteuded to put up 
permanent homes. 

Mr. Rockefeller was particularly desirous of 
securing just the property selected, for the 
reason that it almost joins Rockwood, the 
country home of his brother William. The 
latter has in all 814 acres, for which SS800,000 
was paid. The residence just finished by him 
is of stone, and cost about $2,000,000. The im- 
porvement of the grourds cost over $10v,- 
COU. 

Irom a reliable source it was learned that 
Mr. Rockefeller has long had a big project in 
mend which should be a public benetit. It was 
sipposed at the time h's name was connecicd 
with the purchase of St. Luke’s hosp'tal prop- 
erty that his intention was to erect a fine 
stiucture, to be devoted to public uses, 
witch would live in generations to come as a 
mouument to his m~enory. Whether it shal] 
ivin out that Mr. Rockefeller has any interest 
in the St, Luke's property or not, it is «quite 
certain that at one time he seriously contem- 
plated being the sole purchaser of it.

Would Mr. Page classify the leaders of 
the Amelia mob as southern bullies and 
red-handed villains? They patiently 
wrestled with a -serious problem, and 
finally solved it in the only way that 
seemed adequate to the emergeney. 

We must stamp out lynch law, but we 
must also stamp out the crime that pro- 
vokes it. By all means let us make 
criminal justice sure and speedy, and 
let us see what virtue there is in educa- 
tion as a moral force. If this policy will 
ainst women the whole 
country will rejoice, and the lynchers 
will find their occupation gone. In the 
meantime the fact remains that in the 
sparsely settled communities of the south 
our women and children must be pro- 
tected, and we cannot agree with Mr. 
Page that the men who avenge their 
wrongs are necessarily buities and vil- 
lains or that they are the enemies of so- 
ciety. We are working out a difficult 
problem, and our critics and advisers 
should regard it from every point of 
view before they pronounce judgment. 


Where the Money Goes. 

When we have hard times in this coun- 
try we live better, have more comforts 
and spend more money fhan people do 
in Europe during an era of good times. 

Take the single item of sugar. It is 
cheaper in Europe than it is here and yet 
the average American consumes three 
times as much as a European. 

An American uses ‘three times as much 
meat as the ordinary European and 50 
per cent more than an Englishman uses, 
although the English are called a nation 
of beef eaters. 

The clothing required for an American 
family would do for four families in Eu- 
rope. 

An American family consumes two or 
three times as much cotton, wool, silk 
and linen as a European family. 

The conveniences enjoyed by the 
poorer classes of this country are supe- 
rior to those within the reach of the same 
classes in Europe. 

The truth is, we are accustomed to a 
higher standard of living than prevails 
in other civilized communities, and this 
accounis for the outgo of our money. 

When we have an era of hard times 
if our people would adopt the European 
standard of living they would get along 
and save money. While we know very 
well th: ity the Amerigqars ‘do not propose 


tw give up their’ present mode of exXist- 


ence, it is well to bear these facts in 
mind. They teach a great economic 
lesson and sometime in the future it may 
become necessary for us to profit by the 
lesson. 

The average American family ean cut 
down expenses and still live, but it is not 
i pleasant reflection to feel that it must 
be done in order to counteract. the re- 
publican policy of currency contraction. 
The subject, however, is worth studying. 

OS icicuilialidesueiines 
An Income Tax. 

The republican party, with the aid and 
sympathy of the north and east, made 
the Melxinley bill the law. This law, by 
ehlarging the free list and placing pro- 
hibitive duties on articles produced by 
the northern and eastern manufacturers, 
practically cut off our most fruitful 
sources of revenue. When the demo- 
cratic administration went out of office 
in 1889 it left a large surplus in the treas- 
ry, the result of unnecessary tariff tax- 
ation. The republicans dissipated the 
surplus by indiscriminate appropriations 
and cut off the sources of. revenue and 
increased taxation by imposing prohibi- 
tive duties. 

The democrats have now to face this 
problem of a probable deticit, and they 
have also to provide for the growing 
needs of the government. It is not prob- 
able that they will enlarge the free list 
tv any extent, for a revenue tariff does 
not contemplate an extensive free list. 
The question will arise as to whether 
sugar ought to be restored to the dutia- 
ble list. A duty on sugar is essentially 
a revenue tariff, and has added $50,000,- 
OOO a year to the resources of the gov- 
ernment. Free sugar under the MeKin- 
ley law is of no benefit whatever.to the 
people. It has not lowered the price, 
but has enabled the sugar trust to make 
more money than ever. 

Nevertheless, the question is sure to 
give rise to a long and profitless discus- 
sion, and while that discussion is going 
on, or even before it has been precipi- 
tnied, the democratie should 
adopt &@ measure levying a graded in- 
come tax in order to meet the extraor- 
dinary demands that have been made 
on the rescurces of the government by 
republican extravagance. We have seen 
it stated’ a san objection to such a meas- 
ure the south would not have to 
pay much of this tax. That seems to 
uy to be an argument in favor of the 

The south is poor. It has 
the shrinkage in val- 
ues brought about by the single gold 
standard which has been established for 
the benefit of castern money lenders, Tt 
has been hit hard by the McKinley law 
and by the pension list. 

An income tax would fall proportion- 
ately on the south, but the great bulk of 
the sum raised by such a levy wonl 
fall where it ought to fall—on the north 
and east, whose interests have reaped 
immense profits as the result of repub- 
lican legislations Taking into consider- 
ation this fact, an income tax is the most 
impartial tax that could be levied. It 
not only falls on those who are best able 
to pay, but on those who are the ben- 
eficiaries of all recent economic legisla- 
tion. 

One famous argument against an in- 
come tax is to the effect that it will be 
difficult to eollect—that it will lead to 
fraud and pd@rjury. And yet re lican 
legislation hds given the country assy 
ug with thease 1e 
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sire to avoid paying an internal revenue 
tax. There is some trouble in collecting 
the excise tax, but it is collected; there 
is sume trouble in dealing with those 
who try to avoid paying it, but they are 
dealt with. If the Russian method of 
collecting a government tax is good 
enough for the unterrifiel Americans 
Who inhabit our mountain.fastnesses, we 
know of no reason why it should not be 
applied further north. if the necessity 
for its application there should ever 
arise. 

But, in point of fact, an income tax 
levied by the government would be no 
more inquisitorial than the taxes on real 
estite and personal property levied by 

‘VArlous states for 
governments. Every 
now required to make formal oath to 
the returns he makes to the tax receiver, 
and while this system is‘far from per- 
fect, it works fairly well. The theory 
that rich men will perjure themselves 
more readily than men who are compar- 
atively poor is an argument with a very 
big hole in it. 

We shall have something more to say 
on this subject from time to time. It is 
a guestion in which the people are in- 
tensely interested. 
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The Farmers Get Left, as Usual. 

The annual report of First Assistant 
Postmaster General Jones will disap- 
point the millions of dwellers in the ru- 
ral districts who demand free mail de- 
livery. 

Mr. Jones says that free delivery has 
been tested in forty-six small towns and 
Villages during the past two and a half 
years. When the novelty wore off the 
Village residents preferred to call at the 
postoffice for their mail, and the tempo- 
rary increase in postal receipts settled 
down to a moderate ratio, the result of 
natural growth. The report, therefore, 
recommends the suspension of experi- 
mental free delivery, and declares 
against rural free delivery on the ground 
that it would require an appropriation 
Of $20,000,000 a year. 

So the farmers get left again. 
improvements and conveniences in the 
Mail service are for the benefit of the 
people who live in cities. The 30,000,000 
citizeus who live out in the country and 
bear the heaviest burden of taxation 
must get along with a system which is 
practically just what it was a century 
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treats the subject from a 
point of view. An appro- 
priation of $20,000,000 a year to give 45 
per cent of our population the postal 
privileges how enjoyed by the inhabi- 
tants of cities would be a mere trifle. In 
the course of a few years the improved 
System would increase the volume of 
mail matter and probably defray the ex- 
peuse of delivery. 

But this question should not be meas- 
ured by the standard of dollars alone. 
The government has never vet been con- 
trolled bv it in its management of the 
mail service, and it is not controlled by 
it in its administration of any branch of 
the public service. There never was a 
government building erected in our his- 
tory that could not have been built for 
half the money expended in a manner 
that would have answered every prac- 
tical purpose. The fe js, our govern- 
ment pours out millions like water 
wherever cities are concerned, but the 
moment the farmers ask for equal jus- 
tice in the matter of privileges the fed- 
eral oflicials straightway begin to talk 
about economy. 

In England and other European coun- 
tries their governments established free 
rural delivery about half a century ago. 
The rulers of those countries saw that it 
Was grossly unjust to pet and pamper 
the cities and force the dwellers in. the 
country districts to shift for themselves. 
The United States is the only great 
civilized country that has had the impu- 
dence to give free mail delivery to the 
cities and deny it to the country on the 
alleged ground of economy. There is no 
economy init. Free delivery would save 
the farmers millions of dollars every 
year in the shape of time, labor and 
wear and tear of stock and vehicles now 
wasted in frequent journeys to distant 
postoflices. In point of faet, the cities 
could get along better without free de- 
livery than the country, because their 
populations are compact, residing within 
a few minutes’ walk of the postoffices. 

We are not prepared to admit that the 
improvement demanded would require 
an appropriation of $20,000,000 a year, 
but we believe that this amount would 
be well spent in delivering the mail at 
every farmer’s door. Such a_ policy 
would make people better satisfied to 
live on the farms, and their increased 
facilities of communication with the out- 
side world would advance their intelli- 
genee, culture and prosperity, and under 
these conditions agricultural life would 
be far happier and more independent.

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Harrison's Paternalistic Doctrine. 
From The Chicago Herald. 
“! have always held,’’ says ex-President 
Harrison. “that one of the highest aims of 
vovernment should he to, if possible, so regu- 
late affairs as to keep its people employed.” 

This ts a statement of the paternalistic the- 
ory of government worthy of an oriental des- 
pot. Governments should regulate not its own 
proper affairs—the relations between this 
country and other countries, the means of 
defense against enemies, the establishment 
and administration of justice, and the raising 
of the revenue necessary to the discharge of 
these proper functions—but affairs in general, 
the affairs of the people, so as to keep them 
employed. “Its people,” is the phrase, and it 
naturally springs out of and perfectly fits the 
theory. The people are “its’’—the govern- 
ment’s. The government is not the political in- 
strument and agent of the people, but the 
people are dependents and wards of the goy- 
ernment. The government does not belong 
to the people, the people belong to the goy- 
ernment; they are “‘its’’ people. Such is the 
patermalist, the protectionist theory of the 
relation between government and the people, 
and of the proper function of the former. 

Mr. Harrison proceeds: “It preserves men’s 
self-respect and conduces to a higher order 
of citizenship.” If by that he means that 
employment. “preserves men’s self-respect,”’ 
etc., no one will dispute the proposition, for 
it is merely * vald truism. What he really 
means, a8 the entire context shows, is that

The day is not distant 
when this interesting and, for many purposes, 
valuable metal avill be produced in what 
would now appear enormous quantities and at 
prices which will give it many new uses. The 
Aluminum-Industrie-Actien-Gesse.lschaft, of 
Neubausen, in Switzerland, informs us that 
the increase of its dynamo capacity to 4,000 
horse power, and some ‘aprovemeuts in the 
processes employed, have enabled it to in- 
crease largely the production of aluminium, 
and that the price from January next will be 
5 franes per kilogram, or 45c., per pound. It 
must be remeanbered that owlng to the low 
specific gravity of aluminium, if equal bulks, 
not weights, of the different metals are tak- 
en, this price is realiy lower than that of 
copper as recently as 1800, and is actnally 
less than that of tin at the present time. Such 
a reduction in price is likely to be followed by 
a very considerable increase in the use of the 
metal for Various purposes.

The Mass Meeting at the Opera House 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


THREE HUNDRED ASKED FCR PRAYER 


Stirring Appeals from Mr. R. A. Torrey 
and Coionel H. H. Hadley—Three 
Thousand People Present. 


The sunlight yesterday afternoon paved 
the way for hundreds to attend the mass 
meetings of the city, conducted by the del- 
egates to the Christian Workers’ conven- 
tion. 

At the hour for the exercises to begin, 
there was not a vacant seat in the opera 
house, where the mass meeting for men 
only was held yesterday afternoon at 
o clock.

Rev. R. A. Torrey, of Chicago, Ill., the 


chairman of the convention, conducted the 
devotional exercises, assisted by Rey. 
Charles Herald, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

“Christ received sinful men,” was the 
first bymn that was sung by the congrega- 
tion. First the galleries sang a verse and 
then the parquet, after winch the whole 
assembly chimed in the general chorus and 
tilled the opera house with a mighty song- 
burst of melody. 

This was followed by another familiar 
gospel air, “Blessed Assurance,’ which was 
sung by the congregation. 


Mr. Herald, who is one of the popular 
singers of the convention and who possess- | 


es a voice of wonderful power and ftlexibil- 
ity, then sang “Throw Out the Life Line.”

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The tirst speaker to address the weeting 
Was Cuadilmaiad Lorrey, 

“Several years ago,’ said Mr. Torrey, “I 
saw in Munich a pieture of a storm, which 
made a prutound impression on my mind. 
Lune picture, 1 thougut, was a scene trom 
every mans life; for every man, amid the 
storius of this life, needed a place of refuge, 
froin the tortures of au accusing conscience. 
Many a man whe has put himself beyond 
the clutches of the law bas made a volun- 
lary surrender of himself years afterwards, 
this was due to the lasting of conscicuee. 
Conscience may sleep for awhile but it 
never dies,” At this point he told the 
stury of a@ poor, unfortunate girl, whose 
conscience, after years of sin, Was “roused 
by one of the SOLS of her Childhood. Her 
remorse for sin was so great that on the 
morning after she was tound in the cold 
embrace of death. 

Resuming, the speaker said: “We not 
only want a refuge from conscience but we 
Want a refuge from the lusts and passions 
of the flesh. 1 met a young man on the 
streets of a large city one night, who made 
a confession to me, and asked my help. 
He had gratified bis wicked impulses so 
long that he found it impossible to over- 
come his weakness, but he still had the 
desire for salvation. [ pointed him to 
Christ and gave him the best advice 1 could. 
The distress of the young man was an jl- 
lustration of the fact that sin may be 
seductive for.a while, but it soon loses its 
glamour and its charm. 

“We need a refuge from Satan. <A great 
many are disposed to reason the devil out 
of existence, but nevertheless the proof of 
his identity is abundant. He walks the 
streets of At*nuta and is found along the 
highways of the world. It is the devil in 
our hearts who leads us into the dramshop 
and the saloon, but, oh, my friends, though 
he smiles when he draws us into sin he 
leaves his fatal mark upon our lives for 
sinning. 

Mr. Torrey spoke of the ruination which 
the wickedness of men had wrought in the 
world. They had blasted the happiness of 
many a child of innocence, and yet had 
kept their places in society, and in a mens- 
ure were honored and respected by their 
fellow-citizens. They could hide their 
cuilt trom the werlg but they could not 
deceive the day of wrath. 

Christ is the world’s great place of re- 
fuge. He is a refuge from the tortures of 
conscience, from the sins of the flesh. 
from the wiles of the devil, and from the 
vreat day of wrath. The fate of a brilliant 
lawyer, who had no faith in God, and who 
was under the influence of the devil to 
such an extent that he sank lower and lower 
until he reached the bottom, was given 
by Mr. Torrey in conclusion. This lawver 
was eventually brought to Christ, and from 
an arrogant skeptic became a devout and 
humble servant of God.

The talk of Colonel Hadley was one of 
great power alld the meeting was visibly 
affected. 

“How I thank God for the gift of Jesus 
Christ,” said Colonel Hadley, after singing 
about his conversion. ‘‘How I thank Him 
for the Bible which I once considered as 
an old chestnut, but which is now to me 
the power of God unto salvation. I thank 
Gol that after committing ail the sins in 
the decalogue | was brought to the know!]- 
edge of Christ, and to realize that He had 
come to save me in all my guilt and wicked- 
ness. Oh, how sweet is that verse ‘the 
Lord is my shepherd, 1 shall not want.’ 
If we choose Christ as our shepherd, we 
shall never want in this world or the next. 
We need something in our hearts to subdue 
our evil passions, and the only thing that 
can purify our lives is the love of the good 
shepherd. If we have not this jlove and 
faith in our hearts, we can never overcome 
our secret sins, for only the strength and 
power of Christ can do this and make us 
clean.

A UNIQUE AND A NOTABLE GROUP. 


The Personal Appearance ofthe People 
Wo Are Headine the Latest Devel- 
opmentof Practical Rescue W ork. 


“What kind of looking people are the 
leaders in the Christian Workers’ conven- 
tion?’ is a question to be heard on every 
hand during the past three or four days. 

Of course, the proper answer is: “Go and 
see for yourself, and incidentally derive a 
little good from this great movement.” 
But, for folks who can’t or won't, or 
don’t, a few words of personal description 
may not be amiss. 

Dr. ‘Torrey, the president of thexassocia- 
tion, reminds one Of pictures of Gartield— 
especially that profile picture used on 
postage stamps and bank bills. He has 
the same high, bold, broad-templed fore- 
head; the same aquiline nose, the same 
heavy fall of mustache and well-trimmed 
full beard. All his lines of expression are 
giowing curves. An artist could draw his 
protile with one suave sweep. 

It is the sort of face one finds among 
men of affairs in which diplomacy enters, 
and a stranger would be very apt to take 
Dr. Torrey for a great statesman, a great 
physician or a great preacher. It is such 
a face as is seldom seen among men who 
have made a failure of life. The person 
of the doctor is sturdy, and there is a great 
suggestion of reserve strength about him. 

The best way to describe Dr. H. 
Kelsey, of Connecticut, is to say that he 
is the counterpart of the late Elliot IF. 
Shepherd, of New York, Perhaps, this re- 
semblance would be diminished by assv- 
ci:.tion, but seen for the first time on the 
stage it is startling. His heavy chestnut 
hair, full beard and long mustache are 
well sinvered, and have a slight wave that 
gives ‘hint an appearance of elegance and 
refinement. Roscoe Conkling owed much 
of his aristocratic good looks to the same 
cause. Rey. Kelsey looks like a man of 
the world, of ventle birth and good breed- 
ing. ‘He dresses very carefully, and in 
excellent taste. 

Mueh interest cexvters in the personnel of 
Mrs. Whittemore, an? she is most difficult 
to describe. The tirst impression she pro- 
duees is one of surprise. She advances to 
the footlights, presses her hands tightly 
tagether, and, bending slighfry forward in 
the attitude of a lady receiving Suests tn 
her own drawing room, begins 12 a Key 
that just escapes being piercing. She 
talks rapidly, but her enunciation fs so Der- 
fect that not a word is losz, and her interes 
earnestness soon dissipates the first rather 
painful effect. She has great mimic power, 
and on Saturday astomishe! the audience 
by the capital manner in which 
she imitated the dialect of ui 
old Irishman. Apparently, sie 
is unaware of this gift. 

Without being downright handsome, Mrs. 
Whittemore bas a most attractive face. 
Her nose is very slightly retrousse, Just 
enough to give piquancy to her other fea- 
tures, and she has a ready and engaging 
smile. Her dark brown hair is waved over 
her temples, and during the session she has 
worn a becoming costume of black, with 
a turban bonnet, the strings of which were 
brought around from behind and looped 
loosely at her throat. 

Lewis U. Bean, of the Philadelphia 
Breakfast Association, is a large, dark, 
powerfu man, who looks as though he had 
seen his share of the buffeting of the world. 
He has a tall, bare forehead, deep-set eyes 
and a very heavy, drooping, black mustache, 
One ean see at a glance that there Is no 
foolishness about this man. He looks like 
one who would first give a hungry outcast 
a good, square meal and then talk hard 
horse sense to him and his record bears 
out the impression. address before 
the convention was as plain and practical 
as possible and contained an iminetise 
amount of information. It was delivered 
in a loud, deep voice, with strong, unstudied 
gestures, and when he came to reply to 
questions Mr. Bean proved that he pos- 
sessed a ready and rasping wit. 

Major S. H. Hadley, of Jerry Me Auley's 
famous Water street mission, is something 
ou the same style but slower, heavier and 
with more of the preacher about him.. | 

He has a large, round head, thatched with 
elose cropped, black hair; a short, aquiline 
nose: a thick, black mustache, clipped 
straight across the lips. and a portly form, 
which he keeps well buttoned in a long 
chinchilla topeoat. Altogether he seems 
well able to cope with the element usally 
encountered at MeAuley’s. Like Mr. Bean 
he is unconventional in his speech and he 
has a deep, rumbling voice that fills the 
house. 

Quite different and altogether unique ts 
Grant C. Todd, of the great Central Usion 
mission, of Washington. Mr. Todd ts a 
tremendously tall, slim young man, with a 
long neck and beardless face, surmounted 
by a shock of rebeilious, disheveled hair. 
His most peculiar feature is his eyes, 
which are dark and piercing and 
have curious. obliaue brows. Mr. Todi is 
what would be called in the west a “rat- 
tling good stump speaker.” le has wn- 
questionably a ready, off-hand gift of ora- 
tory and while he makes no pretentions 
to any special polish of delivery, he at once 
engages and retains the attention of his 
audience. There can be no doubt of his 
usefuiness in his field of labor. noe 

Rev. H. A. Pope, of New Hampshire, 
has taken quite a prominent part in the con- 
vention. He is a slender, wiry man a lit- 
tle above medium height and has a lean, 
aquiline face with strongly accentuated 
features and high cheek bones. He wears 
a mustache only. His head is well shaped 
and intellectual with a noticeable depression 
at either temple. and his hair is thin, fine 
and brown. His clerical attire sand 
“choker” eollar somewhat emphasize — his 
thinness, but he is graceful, voluble and 
pleasant talker. He conveys the impres- 
gion of a gentleman and an enthusiast. 

It would need the pen of a Thack>ray to 
adequately describe the Rev. Thomas Bone, 
the quaint Scotch missionary Whose talks 
have been at once so entertaining and so 
edifying.

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BATTLE IN THE DARK. 


The Detectives Were Besieged by In- 
dians in the Woods. 


TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF TWO OFFICERS 


The House in Which They Were Im- 
prisoned Completely Wrecked by the 
Soldiers—A Sensational Case. 


A’ taste of real warfare, with genuine 
blue-suited soldiers of Uncle Sam’s army 
furnishing the fight, was the breezy experi- 
ence of Detectives Billie Crim and John 
Ethridge at an unearthly hour Saturday 
night. 

The scenc of the hot engagement was a 
dense, dark wood, in the valiey west of 
Fort McPherson, and the time they spent 
there and what occurred while it was drag- 
ging itself away constitute a memory which 
the two detectives will treasure up to tell 
their granchildren about. When they tell 
it they will preface it with the introduc- 
tory remark that it was the liveliest time 
and the closest call they had ever had. 

For several weeks the discipline at Tort 
McPherson has been sadiy burt by the 
presence, somewhere in the vitinity of the 
barracks, of two or three places where the 
soldiers, inclined to tippling, could get what 
they wanted to drink and stay to drink it. 
Nightly good numbers of the soldiers, In- 
diaus among them, would suddenly vanish 
from camps and return toward the wee 
sina” hours in an advauced state of intoxi- 
cation and hilarity. 

‘den days ago the matter was reported 
to Chief of Police Connolly by the otticers 
at ort McPherson, and his assistance was 
_ asked in brigging the parties guilty of fur- 
nishing whisky to the soldiers to justice. 
The complaint was made in a way and in 
such language as to impress the chief with 
the earnestness that caused it to be made, 
and he at once turned his attention to it. 

He catled in Detective Crim and inform- 
ed him of the exact situation, so far as it 
had been made known to him, by the army 
officials, and instructed the detective to go 
out and spare no time nor pains in locating 
tlie Lidlsyressors., 

Billie Crim put his nose to the trail, and 
soon had two places, sources of the hilarity 
and disorder, located. He found that two 
negro women, Clande and Rena Findley, 
were conducting a place where such of the 
soldiers as came might slake their thirst. 
Another place, abgit 200 yards removed 
Trom the tirst, was kept by Kate Ricker, 
a half Indian, half white woman, who has 
a reputation extending back many years 
for reckless jawlessness., 

The Ricker woman has been hanging 
around the army for years. _Her husband 
was once an enlisted soldier and, as long 
ago as ten years, the police of this city had 
irouble with her at the old Jamestown 
barracks. The two detectives, Crim and 
Kthridge, learned that the three women 
had been conducting the two places not only 
as tippling places but as pawnshops, sol- 
diers pawning clothing and jewe.ry for 
whisky. 7 

Just before midnight the two officers went 
to the place kept by Kate Ricker and found 
no less than twenty soldiers, about half of 
whom were Indians, engaged in hilarious 
revelry. 

The two officers stepped inside the room 
when the revelry was at its height, and 
instant silence ensued. Detective Crim 
broke the breathlesq silence that ensued 
upon his unceremonious entrance by stating 
that he was an officer and that he was 
there to arrest Kate Ricker. 

lustantly there was a wild commotion. 
With the swiftness of a lightning’s flash 
the lights went out, and pandemonium 
reigued in the pitch darkness. Men scram- 

out in a hurry and the two officers 
wete left alone in the house, groping about 
in the darkness. 

But they were not left unprovided with 
amusement. After the lapse of a half 
minute hostilities of 2 most unexpected na- 
ture began, and the prospect of ‘a fight 
assumed huge proportions just then. With 
a frightful crash the windows were smash- 
ed in and there ensued the wildest, loudest 
and most deafening onslaught upon the 
house that_ever a structure of wood was 
subjected fd. 

To the imprisoned offieers it seemed that 
the forces of a great army were attacking 
the house with ali manner of weapons, 
creating the wildest disorder. Stones and 
sticks of huge size came through the doors 
and windows, and only by the most amaz- 
ing good fortune failed to strike the two 
officers, who gained the most favarable po- 
sition to be found under the circumstances. 

_fFor thirty-five minutes the onslaught con- 
tinued without the slightest abatement. The 
anger of the outside assailanis apparently 
increased each instant, but finally, after 
the house had been made a complete wreck. 
the soldiers and others engaged in the 
fight desisted and vanished into the dark- 
hess, 

The two detectives hastily left the house 
and went toward the fort. The soldiers had 
completely disappeared, and the officers re- 
mained around the depot until 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

They made a detour of the woods and re- 
turned to the wrecked house. Severa] In- 
dians and other men in blue coats followed 
aim] made remarks to the officers by which 
they hoped to create a fight. The officers 
paid no attention to them, and proceeded to 
the house of the two negro women, who sub- 
mitted to arrest without resistance. 

With the two negro female priseners, the 
detectives went to the house of Kate 

tiker. All was dark. and the officers 
separated, going to either side of the house. 
Ethridge called to the woman to come to 
the door, and the next instant the door 
at which Detective Crim was standing was 
thrust open and a woman burst into the 
officer’s arms. It was Kate Riker, and, 
as soon as she discovered her. mistake, 
she broke away from the officer and rushed 
back into the house. 

The twe officers followed, and then en- 
sued a terrible struggle in the dark. They 
succeeded in placing the handenffs around 
the woman’s wrists, and started with her 
and the two other prisoners to the depot. 

Every inch of a toward the depot 
was hotly contested by the Ricker woman. 
With shrill cries of “murder,” she woke the 
night echoes, and brought from his slumbers 
every sleeping soldier at the barracks. 
When opposite the camp occupied by the 
Indian soldiers, the woman yelled loudet 
than ever, and, dropping into the roadway, 
declared she would not go a step further. 

The man on guard duty ran out, alarmed, 
to find what the matter was, and gave the 
detectives a little assistance. For three 
hours the detectives struggled along the 
road towards Atlanta with their women 
prisoners. It was in the gray dawn of 
morning that they arrived at West End, 
where they telephoned to police  head- 
quarters for the patrol wagon. The officers 
were exhausted afr their all-night strug- 
gle and exciting experiences, but came on 
to headquarters, where they made cases 
against the three prisoners. 

Warrants had already been sworn out by 
Detective Crim against the three women. 
eharging them with violating the United 
States law prohibiting persons fro™ furnis‘- 
ing whisky to United States soldiers, and 
taking property belonging to the govern- 
ment in pawn. One of/the women had on 
a cape belonging to soldier’s uniform 
when she was arrestéd, and she stated 
to the detectives that| it was pawned to 
her by a soldier. 

Detective Crim stated to Colonel Living- 
ston that Sergeants Roper and Miller were 
resent during the st trouble at the 
ouse, and when called upon to assist the 
officers refusedto do sot The detective an- 
nounced his intention Of prosecuting these 
officers to the full extént of the law. and 
Colonel Livingston st#mmoned the alleged 
offenders before him for examination. The 
men were subjected t@ a rigid examination 
by the colonel, and it\ig stated that Miller 
acknowledged that he JRas present at the 
first outbreak, and dig t assist the de- 
tectives because he h orders to d» so.

“The Healy brick,” the big red tenement 
house at the corner of Marietta and Mag- 
nolia streets, bad a suicide yesterday, the 
brightest Sunday of the year. One of the 
seventy-five-year-old inhabitants 
building drank morphine, tempered with 
whisky, until he nad swallowed enough of 
the fatal drug to give him his death. 

The venerable suicide was J. J. Hans- 
ford, the grocer, who is the proprietor of 
the store in the rear end of the building at 
48 Magnolia street. Just exactly what 
caused him to take the deadly draught 
can bardly be determined. 

Hansford was between seventy and seven- 
ty-five vears old and came of an excellent 
family, several members of which now re- 
side in Texas. He has a wife, with whoin 
he lives in a room adjoining his store. 
He was in pretty fair circumstances, and 
his business was unencumbered m any 
way. |

It 
is stated that he had a slight quarrel with 
his wife, after which he stated to a young 
man that he intended to kill himse!f. 

Yesterday morning at 7 o'clock it was 
discovered that he was suffering from the 
influence of some powerful drug, and was 
rapidly becoming unconscious. A messen- 
ger ran to Sharp’s drug store, a block be- 
low, and asked for a physician. Dr. Allen 
D. Johnson was telephoned to, as were Dr. 
Hawley and Dr. Hodgson. 

The three physicians reached Hansford’s 
bedside as quickly as possible, and proceed- 
ed to do all in their power to rescue him 
from the effects of the morphine, which 
they saw at a glance he had taken. It 
was found that he had swallowed the mor- 
phine in whisky, an empty piat bottle with 
u small quantity of the stuff being found 
beside his bed. FHle had taken a drink or 
two from a second bottle. 

lor an hour the physicians battled brave- 
ly to save the life of Hansford, but the 
fight was against overwhelming odds. For 
two hours Hansford lingered in a deadly 
stupor, and died. News of the death was 
telephoned to police headquarters, 2nd from 
thence to Coroner Paden, wio at once re- 
paired to Hansford’s home and impaneled 
a jury of inquest. 

The evidence of the physicians engaged 
in the case, and the mute evidence of the 
two empty bottles were unrefutable, and 
the jury returned a verdict of death from 
drinking morphine with suicidal intent.
